Beſides prinate admonition, hauinge 
orcat v{c to reforme oftendours in publike 
Diſcipline, the Elderſhip hath power of 
Eccleliaſticall cenſures, to bee yied accor- 
ding as the qualitic of the offence ſhall re- 
qQuire. 

Theſe cenſures are, Admonition, Suſe 
penſton, excommunication : which in all 
tender regard and godlic zeale of preſer- 
ving the members of Chriſt from infectis 
of {1nn,they are to vic, if they perceine any 
euul in anie man,either offenhiue in exam- 
ple, or flaunderous in manners, or vnwor=- 
thic his profteſion. As for example.If there 
ba anie perſon diſobedient, trayterous, ſe- 


ditious, or couctous, an adulterer , or fot=" '*=

Tay 4 wi ght ſport the Chriſtian Congregation, 
yea rather whatſocuer is not tocedification, 
ought not toefcapseyther admonition or 
puniihment. 

And becauſe it commerh to paſſe ſome 
time in the church of Chriſt, that when 0- 
ther remedics aſlayed, profit nothing, they 
muſt proceed- tothe Apoitoticall rod and 
correction, which is,cxcommunication: It 
is ordeyned, that nothing be attern»red in 
that behalfe without the determination of 
the whole Congregation:wherin alfo they 
are to beware &take good heede, that they 
ſeeme not more readie to expell from the 

Con Is gatis , then to receiue againe thoſe 
in whom they percciue worthic fruires of 
rep-ntance to appeare : neither yet to for=

DB Eſides this Diſcipline of the Churche, 
we profelle that Almightie God, hath 
laced the Soueraine Magiſtrate in the 
higheſt, authoritie yponearth , next vnder 
him, within their Dominions,ouer all per- 
{ons and caulſes,as well ecclefiaſticall as ci- 
uill, to ſee and commande the ordering of 
them,as by his moſt holy word he hath ap- 
pointed. Therefore if anie thinge ſhalbe 
otherwiſe done by negligence, contempt, 
or ante other cauſe, wee'acknowledge that 
by \uch authoritie they not only may, b ut 
alſo-ought ro enforce cucric one a{well of 
the Miniſterie and. other charge in the 
Church,as thoſe which arc of the ciuill e- 


ftate, ro walke in thcir calling as by the . 


worde of God they are taught to doe: and 
to puniſh the tran{greſlors by the cinil po- 
wer commutted vnto anic {ſuch Magiſtrate, 
with temporall puniſhment in bodie, 
libertic, or goods, as the qualitis 
and codition of the offence 
in 1uſtice ſhall xe- 
quire. 
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
